31. Agreement forms and per- 
formance bonds are also avail- 
able to feed dealers who wish 
to participate. 

Reductions of $1 per hun- 
dredweight on corn, oats, bar- 
ley, and grain sorghum will be 
offered through feed dealers, 
applications subject to approval 
by the county ASC committee.
